SPECIAL VILLAGE COUNCIL MEETING

The purpose of the meeting is to discuss the procedure to replace the Village Manager due to her
resignation.

The Clerk presented to the Council, for their information, a series of events which led to the hiring of
the Village Manager in 2002.

The Attorney, the Manager and the Clerk addressed the Council regarding the procedure to hire the
Village Manager.

There was extensive discussion from Council regarding the best process to hire a new manager.

It was the consensus of Council to direct the Attorney to identify three or four companies that would
help with the search for a manager.

Councilmember Weinman made a motion to appoint Dr. Steve Simon as Council liaison for the
Village Manager search.  The motion was  seconded by Councilmember Thornton and approved by a
6-0 voice vote.  The vote was as follows:  Councilmembers Garcia, Liedman, Thornton, Weinman,
Vice Mayor Mendia and Mayor Vernon voting No.

It was the consensus of Council to hold a Special Council Mee ting on Thursday, May 3, 2007 at 6:00
p.m.

It was the consensus of Council to direct the Manager to draft an advertising for a new Manager, for
Council approval at the May 3, 2007 Special Council Meeting.

The meeting was adjourned at 7:18 p.m.
